Excavation Complete. 


The excavation for the foundation 
of this building is practically com- 


plete, and the work of construction is 
expected to begin within the next few 
days. Contract will not be let for the 
entire building to any one contracting 
company, but the different sorts of 
construction will: be classified and con- 
tracts will be let to different concerns 


for each class of construction. It is 
not yet Known just how long it will 
take to complete the building. 

The part of the building which will 


be completed first will front 200 feet 
on Forsyth street, occupying the en- 
tire Forsyth. street frontage in the 
block between Walton and Poplar 
streets. The depth on either Poplar 
or Walton streets of this nrat section 
will be 114 feet. 

The building covering the entire 
block will be erected in three install- 
ments. The first structure will extend 


through the block to a depth of 114 
feet. | 

The building for the present will be 
sixteen stories. high through only half 
of the 114 feet of depth and two stories 
high through the remaining half. The 
two-story part of the structure will 
be built to support additional thirteen 
stories which will constitute the sec- 
ond installment of the butiding. The 
entire building will be completed when 


the leases have expired on the stores 
at present occupying the Broad street 
frontage of the block. 

Three Imposing Entrances. 

There will be three entrances to the 
building, one each on Forsyth, Broad 
and Walton streets, and each entrance 
will be two stories in height. The en- 
trances will open through large vesti- 
bules into wide corridors extending 
entirely through the building. At the 
intersection of the corridors in the 
exact center of the block there will be 
a beautiful rotunda 50 feet in diameter 
and 30 feet high from the floor to the 
curved celling. The walls and curved 
ceilings of the rotunda and the first- 
floor corridors will be faced with terra 
cotta, giving an effect something like 
that shown in the terra cottg ceiling | 
of the banking rooms of the Third Na- 
tional bank. 

Six High-Speed Elevators. 

The first floor of the Healey build- | 
ing will be occupied by stores. which | 
will be about fourteen in number. | 
Above the first floor will be about five! 
hundred offices. The upper floors will | 
be reached by six high-speed rar 


ger elevators and two freight eleva- 
tors. The interior arrangement has 
been carefully planned and nothing has 


been omitted which would add to the 
comfort or convenience ef the ten- 
ants. 


The style of the architecture of the 
building is Gothic, and is entirely dif- 
ferent from that of any office build- 
ing in the city. In its design and 
treatment it will be the equal of any 
office building -in the country. 


An Artistic Stricture. 
The first story of the building wil)

Washington, August 10.—(Special } 
Whether from the standpoint o¢ do- 
mestic policy and national faith, in 
view of the inhibitions of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, the United States 
should grant free use of the Panama 
canal to its ships engaged in the for- 
eign trade as well as the coastwise 
trade is the principal feature of the 
canal bill yet to be settled in cone 
ference. 

Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
who has all along opposed free tolls 
on the ground that it is a form of ship 
subsidy, is chairman of the house con- 
ferees on the bill. The other meme- 
bers are Representatives Sims, of Ten- 
nessee, and Stevens, of Minnesota, and 
Senators Brandegee, Bristow and Sime 
mons. 

Hailroad-Owned Ships.

for American coOastwise ships; that 
question is definitely settled.

The 
cost of manufacturing ships in tne 
United States is much higher than in 
foreign ship yards, and it is claimed 
conditions would be somewhat equal- 
ized if the cheaper foreign materials 
could be imported free of duty.

DESCRIPTION OF NEW 
LOCOMOBILE MODELS 


The announcement of the 1913 Loco- 
mobile containg much of Interest to 
the ever-growing number of motoring 
enthusiasts. 

Three models will be built for 1913, 
the six “48,”’ developing 82 horse pow- 


power, and the four-cylinder *30.’ 
These will be furnished in touring, 
torpedo, limousine, laudaulet and road- 
ster bodies. All have been redesigned, 
but as the changeg made on the “38” 
follow closely those made on the “48,” 
a brief description of the latter only, 
is given here. 

The attention of the observer is 
naturally first attracted to the newly 
designed straight lines, flush = side 
bodies, which are very beautiful in 
appearance, and incorporate several 
very novel features evolved by the 
Locomobile designers, together with th, 
most advanced ideas of both here and 
abroad. 

All bodies, including the closed types, 
are fitted with an aluminum cowl dash, 
which unites the lone sweeping lines 
of the body and the straight lines of 
the hood in a very harmonious man- 
ner. 

The emergéncyv brake and gear shift 
levers have been placed inside, leaving 
ghe lines of the body unbroken, this ef- 
fect being further emphasized by using 
concealed door hinges and door 
handles 

The equipment of the .1913 Locomo- 
bile is cor inplete. It includes a glas2 
front so desigzgned.as to be an integral 
part of the car. and also a newly de- 
signed cape top. The cars are fitted 


with a well-known electric lighting 


system which has proven unusnallv) 
reliable and effective. Current is sup- 
piled for the head lights. side lights, 
tail light. hand light, and itn addition. | 
in the closed cars, the dome light. cor- | 
ner reading lights and the pillar lamps.

Disco starter for starting the 
motor has been installed, the gas for 
starting being obtained from a gras 
tank 'which [ carried across the rear of! 
the frame Included in the equipment! 
is an air pump for use in inflating 
the tires, cleaning the motor, uphol-'! 
stery, ete. This pump ts driven from. 
the front end of the countershaft and 
ig in operation only when needed, there 
being a clutch which cuts it off the 
shaft at other times. Sufficient hose is 
provided to reach all tires. 

An examination of the mechanical! 
features of the 1913 ‘48 big six Loco- | 
mobile will show a few changes. nota- ' 
bly an increased stroke in the motor, | 
the bore of which is 4% inches and the 
atroke 51% inche This increased 
stroke, together with certain other re- 
dnements, has resulted tn a largely in- 
reased nower, the motor on block test 
showing 82 horse power at 1,800 revo- 
lutions per minute, at which point. 
however, the power has not reached'thie! 
maximum limit. Contributing also to 
this increased power are the increased 
size of the valves, changes in the inlet 
and exhaust passages, as well as a new 
design carbureter. 

This new carbureter. which is @is- 
tinctly a locomobile product. differs 
from that formerly used, principally !n 
baving a long throat, resulting in a 
more perfect mixture and permitting 
much lower gas velocities. It is sup- 
Plied with both a hot-water packet 
and with a hot-air pipe, the quantity 
of Rot air being regulated by a simple 
device. 

The oiling system has been defined 
and to some extent changed. The gear 
oil pump on th 1913 model is driven 
from the admission cam shaft, tnstead 
of from the exhaust side of the motor. 
while the oll level pet cock has heen 
placed On the left side of the oil reser- 
voir in the motor bhagee. 

Another change will be found in the 
bearing supply pipe, which wae for- 
merly inside, but which {s now located 


in the bronze motor base, the oil being 
lead to the various hearings through 
suitable leaders, and as the gear pump 
delivers oil in quantities in direct pro- 
portion to the motor speed, there is 
always a sufficient supply of lubricant 
and the possibility of being annoyed 
by a smoky motor is eliminated. 

The entire cooling syStem., including 
the pump and radiator, as well as the 
ag jackets and connections,. 
hav been made larger so that an 
am ie 8 supply of water may be carried, 
The location of the pump has heen 
changed to permit of installation of the 
menerator for the electric lighting sys- 
tem, making necessary a change in the 
water inlet manifold. 

Generally speaking, the transmission, 
propeller shaft and universal foints and 
rear construction are unchanged in de.-. 
sign, except that each part has been 
strengthened to take care of the in- 
creased power they are called upon to 
transmit 

Numerous other refinements afe 
noticeable, amone thew new valve lift- 
er and guides The fan is larger than 
formerly used and is earrted on ball 
hearings in an eccentric case, making 
it very easy to adjust the belt, instead 
of being driven from a pulley on the 
crank shaft, this design tending to re- 
duce wear.

GOING TO JAPAN 


He Will Represent the United 
States at Funeral of the 


Late Emperor. 


Washington, August 109. —Secretary | 
Knox today was designated by Presi- | 
dent Taft a special representative of 
the United States at the funeral of | 
Mutsuhito, late emperor of Japan. Mr. | 
Knox will leave Washington for Seat- | 
tle and the Orient next Thursday. The | 
funeral will take place September 12. | 
Mr. Knox is expected back in this. 
country early in October. | 

The secretary will leave Seattle on 
the armored cruiser Pennsylvania. He 
will be attended by naval and army 
aides. 

President Taft, in announcing the 
forthcoming trip, said the design was 
to demonstrate the friendliness of the 
American people for the Far Eastern | 
empire. While in Japan probably Mr. | 
Knox will have several talks with Vis- | 
count Uchida, foreign affairs minister. | 
He and the American seoretary are 
Personal friends. 

Secretary Knox's mission will ‘be 
performed at a'‘time when at least one 
question of much interest to. the 
United States is pending in the Far 
East. It is the case in which several 
American missionaries have been ac- 
cuged of having been implicated in a 
plot to assassinate the governor gen- 
eral of Korea. 

The recently reported understanding 
between Japan and Russia to govern 
their attitude toward China also makes 
Mr. Knox's visit to Japan a timely 
one. 


HELD AS A SLAVE 
BY MEXIC REBELS 


Story of Adventure and Suf- 
fering Told by New 
York Man. 


San Francisco, August 10.—A narra- 
tive of adventure and suffering in 
Mexico was told here today by Wil- 
liam Bender, of New York, who said 
he arrived from the southern republic 
by way of Nogales, Ariz. After he had 
been captured as a spy, held as u« slave 
by his rebel and condemned 
to death, he escaped and tramped 490 
miles to reach the United States. 

Bender, according to his account, 
Went prospecting in Chihuahua. Rebel: 
arrested him as an Americanspy. The 
insurrectos held him captive for eight 
months, he said, and made him do the 
menial work in camp. 

“T had heard of the foulness of 
Mexico prisons, but I never imagined 
there court be a place so awful as 
that into which I was thrown," he 
eaid. “One day the guards threw into 
my cel] two rattlesnakes with ‘tthe 
hope that they would kill me. I kill- 
ed the snakes The same perforim- 
ance Was repeated later.” 

Finaliy, Bender said, he was con- 
demned to be shot, but made friands 
with one of his guards who aided him 
to escape. In making his way to the 
west coast he had to cross a river on 
a log, but the current carried him 
along for eighteen hours before he 
could reach the opposite bank. Bender 
said that after many hardships he 
reached Mazatlan, but being unable to 
obtain work, he tramped to Nogales, 
where he earned hig raitiwayv fare to 
this city.

OVER BODY LIGHT HORSE HARRY 


Brunswick, Ga, August 10.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The state of Virginia, with its 
legislature. as the factor, ang Georgia, 
with the patriotic influence of the 
Daughters of American Revolution as 
its representative in the matter, will 
shortly be engaged in a struggle over 
the removal of the body of “Light 
Horse’ Harry Lee, the father of Rob- 
ert E. Lee, which has been resting for 
many years on Cumberland island, near 

ils city. 

Definite steps have been teken by 
the Virginia legislature to recover the 
remains of their ,revolutionary hero, 
twwho died on Cumberland in “1818, while 
on a visit to General Nathaniel Greene, 
at his plantation on the tsland, and 
their latest move has been to secure 
the consent of the surviving members 
of the Lee family to have the remains 
disinterred and placed in the Lee vault 
at Lexington, Va. 

A special committee appotnted by the 
Virginia legislature to supervise the 
transfer of remains reported sBev- 
eral days ago that they had obtained 
the formal consent of some of the 
members of the Lee family for disinter- 
ment and hope to hear favorably from 
a sufficient number to satisfy Andrew

A graceful and merited compliment to the metrdpolis of the 
new south would be the giving of the name “Atlanta” to one of.the 
ships shortly to be added to the navy. Several years ago an

carried the name of the south’s Gate City into many of the most

Dr. Thomas D. Wood, professor of physical education in Co- 
lumbia university, has furnished the United States bureau of edu- 
cation with an estimate to the effect that fifteen million children 
in this country are in need of the attention of a physician. 

His conclusions, which are worthy of study in Atlanta and 
Georgia, are as follows: 

Several million children have two or more handicapping defects; 400,000 
have organic heart disease; at least 1,000,000 have, or have had, tuberculosis; 
about 1,000,000 have spinal curvature, flat-foot or some other moderate deform- 
ity: over 1,000,000 have defective hearing; about 5,000,000 have defective vision; 
about 5,000,000 are suffering from malnutrition; over 6,000,000 have enlarged 
tonsils adenoids or enlarged glands; over 10,000,000 have defective teeth; which 
are interfering with health: about 100 cities have as many different kinds of 
organizations for the care of health Ir the schools. ;

Whenever I hear people indiscrimi- 
nately abusing the entire Georgia leg- 
islature, I feel like making the defense 
for them the Httle darkey did for him- 
self when brought to the recorder'’s 
court for the fifth time. 

“Didn't I tell you if you came up 
here again I'd send you to the stock- 
ade?’ sternly eaid the recorder.

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The Views of a 
Woman Delegate 


There was_very little said by the 


women delegates to he Roosevelt con- 
vention, though many of the ablest 
women of the country were there, and 
there is not one who, if she had 
spoken, would not have said some- 
thing worth while. About the most 
complete statement made was that by 
Miss Mary E. Drier, of New York, who 
is president of the Woman's Trade 
union of New York, and who said: 

“I¢ the proposed platform of the 
bull moose party is adopted there is 
every reason why the women of the 
country should join it. Not only does 
it propose to give the people the initi- 
ative, referendum and recall, thereby 
making the ballot a more powerful 
weapon, and making it possible for the 
will of the people to be more clearly 
expressed, but it gives the vote to the 
women, recognizing the fundamental 
fact that women and men together 
have the right of participating in the 
government. and are equally respon- 
sible for the conditions that exist. 

“And with woman suffrage it gives 
a program of économy and £ indue- 
trial reconstruction which will go a 
long distance toward industrial  de- 
mocracy, which means in its final anal- 
ysis industrial righteousness. It is be- 
cause for the first time the require- 
ments of fundamental democracy are 
recognized by a great political party 
—because for the first time the prob- 
lems and issues of our own time are 
to be incorporated in its platform-—- 
that the women who want to use the 
vote to right the terribly wrong con- 
ditions that exist should join this third 
party. 

“The bull moose platform will be 
different from the democratic and re- 
publican platforms because the men 
and women who are behind it intend 
that its words be translated Into reai- 
ities, for they believe this a crusade, 
not a campaign, a crusade to estab- 
lish social and industrial righteous- 
ness.”

This very attractive design may be applied 
to silk or linen goods. It may be worked ia 
eyelet or solid. The scallop will be much more 
effective if slightly padded. Detail drawing 
shows method of working. 

There are two ways to apply the designs to 
the material upon which you wish to work 
them. 

If your material is sheer—such as handker- 
chief linen, lawn, batiste, and the like—the 
simplest method tis to lay the material over the 
design and with a well pointed pencil draw over 
each line. 

If your material is heavy, secure a piece of 
transfer or impression paper. Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line of the 
paper design with a hard pencil or the point of 
a steel knitting needle. Upon lifting the pat- 
tern and transfer paper you will find a neat 
and accurate impression cof the design upon 
your material. 

There are two points to observe in this sim 
pie process if you would execute it satisfacrh 
orily. One is to see that your material is level 
—cut and folded by a thread—and that your de- 
sign is placed upon it evenly at every point. 

The second is, when placed accurately secure 
the design to the material with thumb tacks or 
pins, so it canp *) during the operation.
